Further Particulars of the Massa- 


chusetts Calamity," 


The Number Killed Believed to be 


Overestimated, 


Corrected List of tho Victims of 


the Accident, 


The K*Uway Calamity. 


Uuaio.f, March 15. A. revlied list of In- 


jured In the railroad accident yesterday shows 
that one hundred and fourteen were wound- 
ed. 


.JJosTOX,Marchl3. All night long a force of 


laborers was engaged In clearing up the de- 
bris of tho wrecked cars at the scene ot the 
bridgedlf.isior, U-«as_gioi,,-uork »ud but 
little headway was made, >et the men worked 
hard, and when the light of morning was suf- 
ficient for continuation of the work without 
the means of artlCc'al light tho wortpTo- 
Kressed more rapidly. Hopes wero stretched 
aroucd the scene aud all persons who were 
notacllvely engaged In clearing the wreck 
were forced to keep outside the line, A larcp 
force was put to work In taking the broken 
bridge apart, Tbe bs/tgage car and. one of 
Iho rear cars ot tho train had oe«n com- 
pletely demolished, and all that marks the 
spot where the two cars lay at tho baso of 
the embankment Is 
a heap ot

The general manager of the road declares 


that the bridge was one of tho strongest on the 
road, despite contraiy rumors. 


Prof. Swain of the Institute of technology, 


who mads an examination of the wreck of 
tho bridge ha= discovered what he considers- 
to have been tbe cause of the awldent. lie 
thinks there were serious defects In some por- 
tions of the bridge, not only In the material 
used but In the manner of construction. 
at;"Wblto Blver Junction, and this points 
strongly to the fscl that tho train was run- 
ning at «speed of nearly twenty-five miles an 
hour. 
The forward cars, which lie on Ihe 


embankment and In the roadway, remain In 
tho same position as when they fell. There 
were undoubtedly cine cars In tho train, as 
tbo tin tops o£ nine are to ba found, but the 
'remains of two"cars are In such a state of den 
mollllon that It 
Is Impossible to discern 


whether they are two cars or one! This was 
caused by the fall down the embankment, 
and consequently rumois have prevailed that 
there wero but eight cars In the train.

number of persons killed has been consider- 
ably overestimated. Up to noon to-day JJr.

" AGNOSTICISM." 


Sermon Preached by the Rev, A, B, Kieffer 


At Qraca Episcopil Church. 


Itev. A. li. Kleffcr, rector of Grace church, 


preached, by request, a Bermon on "Agnoa. 
tlclsm" 1,-vst Sunday morning. Uo addressed 
a larju congregation, and, as tho discourse 
aroused more or less Interest, wo publish It 
In full this morning: 


Mr. Klefter took for his text tho Olst \ene 


of th6"d second chapter of Job: 


"AcQimlnt now thyself with Him and be at 


peace." 


Such vu< ihe adilco given to Job by his 


friends. It brings before ns the grfat ques- 
tion, Who can acqaalfit himself 
with. God? 


How can I drttsp a subJecVso vast and attain 
a height so InBnltcly beyond tho compass of 
my mind? 
Do wo not find this same, boot 


sajlng, "Canst thon by searching find cut 
God? Canst thoa find out tbo Almighty to 
perfection? It Is os high ts heaven ; what 
canit thon do? 
Deeper than bell; what 


c*nst tbon know? Tbe me^suro.thereof la 
lOPger (ban the earth and •broader tbin Ine 


'sen," Certainly If wa can know God In any 


Reriao It can only ho a distant approximation 
sad no ninn knows God as llo Is In Himself 
Indeed, we cannot, In this world, know any- 
thing ni It Is In itself. Present knowledge 1& 
1 


only rcllectlons of things; thero Is no direct, 
Immediate acquaintance with them. Sf. Paul 
says: "Now, wo see In a metal mirror ob- 
fcurely, bat then face to face I Now I knou 
In pirt, but then shall 1 know even as also i 
am known," 


Trace the way In which wo arrive at anv 


fact ot knowledge. Anjobject seerj through 
tho cj e makes on Impression upon tho brain; 
that Impression upon tho bralu becomes nn 
Idea; thomnn clnthe^ (lint Idea In n word; 
be apenks the word and mutes R vibration In 
the air, the vibration In the air falls upon an' 
other man's ear; and by that vibration ho Im- 
parts his own Idea to that other man's mind. 
All through It Is a succession of reflections. 
The image Is a reflection of tbo object, tho 
Idea is R rsllectlon ot theluinKe, the word Is 
a rcllectlon of tho idea, and the thought 
Iu the tulud uf onu man Is only a reilectlou of 
the thought in the mind ot tho other mac, 
We are so apt to fancy that because wo know 
word', therefore we Know th'ngs. 
In the 


material world wo see general laws In opera 
tlon and we give those laws name1!. But are 
we nearer to the understanding of the rea- 
sons of those Ihlngs ? 'or Is the stc-et prin- 
ciple from which it sprang clear, because we 
can uco tho language of philosophy and 
dre^s a fub]»ct In somo technical phraseoi- 
ogy .' 
Do we know why tho apple falls to 


the earth because we call It gravitation '.' Or 
do thoterma "electricity" and "tbe magnetic 
polo" really explain the marvels of tho phe 
nomena which those appellations represent ? 
Is not that true which one of the grealesf nat 
ural philosophers once sMd, "\Vo are but as 
children picking up a few pebbles on the 
shore, while the great ocean of truth lies un- 
traver'd before us." And Is It any wonder, 
then, that the dlfllcultles beconia Immense 
when wo deal with tbe Immensities of deity? 
It is certain we cannot know God as He Is In 
Himself. If rte can know lilm In any sense 
it can onl>-be knowledge of Him Iu His re- 
lations lo humanity, and those relations we 
can know only In dim shadow, In tho poverty 
of words, In the Indistinctness of Images, In 
tbe twlllght'of this present state. 


Seeing, then, that our knowledge, must nee- 


essirlly be very small, let us take care that 
wo hold It modestly, for it Isnot theperfcc- 
tlon of knowledge, but the integrity of char- 
ity, love, which. Is to hold together the 
church, Who are we to dispute and argue 
and Jay down the law, when we cannot carry 
our own thoughts beyond Bnch a very little 
way, when w« are bsftled by even our own 
lellactions, when we cannot answer even for 
ourselves ? • 


>"o arguments about God can greatly help 


men to find God. 
"Ho that loveth not God 


knowetb not God," said an apostle. 
Knowl- 


edge comes of love, not love of knowledge, 
not clearness of head but pureness of heart 
has the vision. Love Is not bound within the 
limitations of knowledge, nor Is trust. " 
' If the knowledge of God in His''relations to 
men be. very indistinct and feeble, It Is yet 
sufficient 
to 
show 
that 
we 
may 


safely 
trust 
as 
well 
M 
love 
lilm, 


and 
trust 
should 
be 
culiivattd 
as 


well as knowledge, Ihe auctions developed 
as well M tb6 Intellect, nod this Is pre-emi- 
nently the work of tho Christian church to 
raise Into action, to develop and train the 
spiritual faculties, the religious nature, the 
love and faith and trust and unselfishness of 
men; not that Christianity disparages the 
human Intellect but that It Is to do for the 
Immortal spiritual nature whit Is the prov- 
ince of science to do for tho Inte'lectual 
nature. If rclenllsts can help us to kncwl- 
edso we gladly receive- It, and so the church 
should not set Itself wltb unkindly face 
against tbo results of the lite work of earnest, 
diligent, boneat, patient luve^tlgators Hi tho 
different fields of knowledge. If 
Herbert 


Spencer or Huxley or Tyndal, or other great 
investigatoraln scientific fields bring us some- 
thing that 13 true and so helpful to our 
knowledge we are to receive it. And should 
they tell us that they cannot In those fields 
find God, that they are agnostic?, there Is still 
a large space left In which tie church of 
Jesus Christ can build Its structure wltb Its 
Immortal sacramects nnd its immortal word 
and its ageless priesthood, and In which 
human beings endowed with Immortal souls 
can find God and acquaint themselves with 
Him n^d bo at peace." 


Mr. Huxley, who Invented tho word "ag- 


nostic" to denote people wholly himself con- 
fess themselves to be hopelessly ignorant con- 
cerning a variety of matters about which meta- 
physicians andtheologlans donmallza with the 
utmost conCdencei sajs, "Agnosticism means 
that we know nothing of what maybe, bejond 
phenomena." In an essay he claims that the 
qualities of objects are modes of one's own 
consciousness. Using a marble for Illustra- 
tion he sajs that "Xot only Its color, but Its 
hardness, roundness, singleness, and even Its 
extension arp but so many different conscious 
suites," "ttmt whatev er our marblo may bb In 
Itself all wo can knowot It Is under thesbape 
of B bundle of our own consciousnesses. 
Nor 


Is- our knowledge ot anything we know or feel 
more or less than a knowledge of states of 
consciousness, and ocr whole life Is made up 
of such states." 
• Huxloj's agnosticism neither asserts nor 
Implies that knowledge in regard to religion 
alone is unattainable, but rather that all 
knowledge, knowledge of the marble, of.our 
planet, of the universe, of our fellow men, 
Insleirt of being, R^ la. populsrly^supposed, 
knowledge of things j>cr sc, of objective mat- 
ters as they really are, is knowledge only of 
our 
conscious Elates. 
Agnosticism 
may 


therefore be said to Tae o philosophy of IdeaN 
Ism. 
It Is not necessarily atheistical. Bishop 


Berkley held to the idealistic philosophy. In 
his own words "tho various sensations or 
idejvs Imprinted on tho sense, however blend- 
ed or combined together (I. e., whatever oh* 
jects they compose), cannot exist otherwise 
than In a mind perceiving them." For ex- 
ample, the table 1 write on I say exists—i. e., 
I see rind feel It and when 1 am out ot my 
study I say It exists, meaning that If i was In 
my study I might perceive It, There Is an 
odor, that Is, It Is smelicd. 1 hero Is a sound 
when rapped, t. e., It is heard. A color or 
figure, I. e., It Is perceived by sight or touch. 
As to what Is said of tho abso'.uto. Mlstcnco 
of unthinking things, without any relation to 
their being perceived, that seems perfectly 
unintelligible. Their asc Is pcrajii; their 
being Is—being perceived; nor 
13 It possible 


that they should have any exhtonio out of 
the minds which percelvo them." So wrote 
tho bishop In the last century, much as Unx- 
loy and others of the agnostic school write to- 
day.
